THE KOODALMANICKOM DEVASWOM PROCLAMATION 

(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1957 


AN 

ACT 
to amend the Koodalmanickom Devaswon Proclama 

tion (Cochin ) dated the 30th November, 1917. 
Preamble.-- WHEREAS under the Koodalmanickom 
Devaswom Proclamation (Cochin ) dated the 30th November , 1917 
and the scheme of management appended thereto, the British 
Resident in the former States of Travancore and Cochin was 
the controlling authority ; 

AND WHEREAS with the termination of the office of the 
British Resident, the powers of the controlling authority under 
the said Proclamation and scheme of management were being 
exercised by His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore ; 

AND WHEREAS His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore 
has expressed his desire that he may be divested of the said 
powers ; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to amend the said Proclama 
tion to provide for the appointment of a controlling authority ; 

Be it enacted in the Eighth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement .- ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Koodalmanickom Devaswom Proclamation (Amend 
ment) Act, 1957. 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Gazette , appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 3. - For clause (b ) of section 3 of 
the Koodalmanickom Devaswom Proclamation (Cochin ) dated 
G. 2636 
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the 30th November, 1917, hereinafter referred to as the 
Proclamation , the following clause shall be substituted 
namely : 

" (b ) The term " controlling authority " shall mean such 
authority , officer or person as may be appointed , from time to 
time, by the Government" . 

3. Amendment of the scheme ofmanagement. - In the scheme 
of management appended to the Proclamation , 

(i) in Article 4 , the words and figure " named in Article 9 
below shall be omitted ; 

( ii ) in Article 5 , the words and figure " named in Article 9 
below " shall be omitted ; 

(iii) Article 9 shall be omitted .

ACT 4 OF 1957 


THE PAYMENT OF SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES 

( AMENDMENT) ACT, 1957 


AN

to amend the Payment of Salaries and Allowances 

Act, 1951. 
Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Payment 
of Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951, for the purposes herein 
after appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Eighth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement. This Act may be called 
the Payment of Salaries and Allowances (Amendment) Act, 
1957 and it shall come into force at once . 

2. Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the Payment of 
Salaries and Allowances Act, 1951 (XIV of 1951) , hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act, for the words " seven hundred 
rupees" in the two places where they occur, the words " five 
hundred rupees" shall be substituted . 

3. Amendment of section 4. - In section 4 of the principal 
Act, 

(i) in sub -section ( 1) , for the words " seven hundred 
rupees" in the two places where they occur, the words " five 
hundred rupees " shall be substituted ; 

( ii ) in sub -section (2 ) , for the words " three hundred and 
fifty rupees" in the two places where they occur, the words 
" two hundred and fifty rupees " shall be substituted. 

4. Amendment of section 6. - In section 6 of the principal 
Act, for the last sentence beginning with " The Ministers and The 
G - 2637 . 
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Speaker " and ending with "petrol and oil for the conveyances " , 
the following shall be substituted, namely : 

" The Ministers and the Speaker shall be paid a consolidated 
sum of one hundred rupees per mensem in lieu of the cost of 
petrol and oil for the conveyances for journeys performed within 
the City of Trivandrum and a radius of five miles thereof” . 

5. Amendment of section 7. - In section 7 of the principal Act, 
in sub - section ( 1), after the existing proviso the following further 
proviso shall be added , namely : 

" Provided further that the Ministers and the Speaker shall 
not be entitled to any travelling and daily allowances for 
journeys performed within the City of Trivandrum and a radius 
of five miles thereof" . 

6. Amendment of Schedule. - In the Schedule to the prin 
cipal Act, for item 1, the following shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" 1. Ministers and the Speaker . 
The Ministers and the Speaker shall be given daily and 
travelling allowances at the following rates for journeys per 
formed by them : 

( 1 ) inside the State of Kerala 

(a ) for journeys by road - at the rate of twenty - five naye 
paise per mile subject to a minimum of fifteen rupees per day: 

Provided that when such journey is not performed in cars 
owned by the Government the rate shall be fifty naye paise per 
mile subject to the minimum specified above ; 

(b ) a daily allowance of fifteen rupees for halts; 

( c) for journeys by train - actual fare ( first class or air 
conditioned ) plus six naye paise per mile for incidental 
expenses ; 

(d ) for journeys by air - actual fare plus one- fifth the 
fare for incidental expenses ; 

( 2 ) outside the State of Kerala 

(a ) for journeys by road at the rate of twenty -five naye 
paise per mile : 

Provided that when such journey is not performed in cars 
owned by the Government the rate shall be fifty naye paise 
per mile ; 

(b ) a daily allowance of twenty- five rupees ; 

( c ) for journeys by train or by air - the rates will be the 
same as those admissible for journeys performed by train or by 
air , as the case may be, inside the State of Kerala .

ACT 6 OF 1957 . 
THE KERALA CONTINGENCY FUND ACT, 1957 

AN 

ACT 
to provide for the establishment, and maintenance of Con 
tingency Fund. 

Preamble. - WHEREAS_ it is expedient to establish and 
maintain a Contingency Fund for the State of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Eighth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Contingency Fund Act, 1957. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Establishment of the Contingency Fund of Kerala.-( 1 ) 
There shall be established a Contingency Fund in the nature 
of an imprest entitled “ the Contingency Fund of the State of 
Kerala and consisting of a sum of fifty lakhs of rupees 
withdrawn from the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala . 

(2 ) Such Contingency Fund shall be held on behalf of 
the Governor ofKerala by the Secretary to the Government of 
Kerala in the Department of Finance and the Governor shall 
have authority to make advances therefrom for the purpose 
of meeting any unforeseen expenditure pending authorisation 
of such expenditure by the State Legislature by law under 
Article 205 or Article 206 of the Constitution . 

(3 ) As often as any such expenditure is authorised by law 
as aforesaid , the Government shall recoup to the Contingency 
Fund an amount equalto the advance taken from such Fund to 
meet the expenditure . 

3. Power to make rules. For the purpose of carrying out 
the objects of this Act, the Government may, by notification in 
the Gazette , make rules regulating all matters connected with 
or ancillary to the custody of, the payment of moneys into and 
the withdrawal of moneys from , the Contingency Fund of the 
State of Kerala. 

4. Repeal. - The Contingency Fund Act, 1950 (Act XXXII 
of 1950) , is hereby repealed .

SCHEDULE II. 


TRANSITORY PROVISIONS 


(See section 264) 
1. Every registration effected and every licence issued under the Madras 
General Sales Tax Act, 1939 or the rules made thereunder in their application to 
the Malabar District referred to in sub -section (2) of section 5 of the States Re 
organisation Act, 1956 (hereinafter referred to as the Malabar area ), and in force 
at the commencement of the Travancore- Cochin General Sales Tax (Amendment) 
Act, 1957 shall be deemed to have been effected or issued under this Act or the 
rules made thereunder . 

2. In calculating the total turnover for the financial year ending with 31st 
March 1958 ofa dealer in theMulabar area for purposes of sub-section (3) of section 3 
ofthis Act, the turnover ofthe dealer, under the Madras General Sales Tax Act, 1939 
up to the commencement of the Travancore- Cochin General Sales Tax 
(Amendment) Act, 1957, shall also be taken into account. 

The retail dealers in motor spirit in the Malabar area shall be liable to 
tax in respect ofthe transactions relating to themotor spirit which is in their possession , 
control or custody at the commencement of the Travancore- Cochin General Sales 
Tax (Amendment) Act, 1957 at the rate specified in Schedule I applicable to such 
motor spirit, notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or the rules there 
under .
